Pre-Appeal Brief Conference Decision 

1. Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last Office 
action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-5 and 7-16 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 and 11 are allowed because no prior art of record has been found that suggests 
or render obvious the limitations of identifying based at least in part on information identifying a 
user of a terminal or a terminal (i.e., first information), information regarding a period during 
which the terminal is to be off or without service (i.e., second information), and generating a 
proposal of call forward targets based on the second information that is provided to the terminal 
for acceptance and activation of the redirection of the redirection of communications. 

Claims 2-5 and 7-16 are allowed as being dependent upon independent claims that have 
been allowed.
